SUBJECT: TITO'S COMMENTS ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS AND FUTURE 
DOMESTIC DEVELOPMENTS 

1 . DURING A CONVERSATION WITH THE AMBASSADOR ON JUNE 8, 

FOREIGN MINISTER FORLANI DESCRIBED HIS CONVERSATION WITH 
MARSHALL TITO DURING VISIT EARLIER IN WEEK TO YUGOSLAVIA. 

FORLANI REMARKED THAT TITO SEEMED TO BE IN GOOD HEALTH, 

WAS CLEARLY IN GOOD SPIRITS AND, WITH SOME ASSISTANCE 
FROM THE "MAKE-UP MAN" (E.G., DYED HAIR), SOUGHT TO PROJECT 
IMAGE OF VITALITY AND ENTHUSIAASM. 

2. RE U.S. FOREIGN POLICY, FORLANI SAID THAT TITO HAD 
LISTENED WITH ATTENTION AND INTEREST TO FORLANI’S ACCOUNT 

OF LONDON SUMMIT, WITHOUT, HOWEVER, MAKING ANY COMMENTS OF 
HIS OWN. ON THE OTHER HAND, TITO SPOKE WARMLY OF VICE 
PRESIDENT MONDALE, WHOM HE HAD FOUND NOT ONLY FIENDLY BUT 
ALSO VERY OPEN. 

3. FORLANI REPORTED TITO'S REMARKS ON INTERNATIONAL 
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DEVELOPMENTS AS FOLLOWS: 

A. TITO EXPRESSED CONSIDERABLE PESSIMIISM ABOUT 
PROSPECTS FOR PEACE IN MIDDLE EAST. HE CONSIDERED RECENT 
ELECTIONIN ISRAEL TO HAVE BEEN A TRAGEDY BECAUSE NEW 
LEADERSHIP IS INTRANSIGENT. HE ALSO BELIEVES PROSPECTS 
FOR RECONVENING GENEVA CONFERENCE ARE SLIGHT. FORLANI 
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OFFERED THEORY THAT ONLY VERY CONSERVATIVE LEADERSHIP. 

SUCH AS THAT WHICH IS NOW TAKING OVER IN ISRAEL, WILL BE 
ABLE TO OBTAIN NECESSARY DOMESTIC CONSENSUS IN ISRAEL 
FOR WORKABLE PEACE SETTLEMENT. HOWEVER, TITO DECLINED 
TO ACCEPT THIS AS A POSSIBILITY. 

B. TITO SF.F.MD OPTIMISTIC ON PROSPECTS FOR NEW SALT 
AGREEMENT AS WELL AS ON FORTHCOMING CSCE. 

C. TITO EXPRESSED HOPE THAT BOTH U.S. AND SOVIET 

UNION WOULD CEASE "DIVING" INTO AFRICA, WITH CONSEQUENT 
DESTABILIZING INFLUENCE. 

D. WITH REFERENCE TO HIS OWN ACTIVITIES, TITO 

MENTIONED TO FORLANI THAT HE WOULD VISIT MOSCOW IN AUGUST, 

AFTER WHICH HE WOULD TRAVEL TO CHINA AND NORTH KOREA. 

4. TITO EXPRESSED GREAT INTEREST IN FURTHER DEVELOPING 
TIES BETWEEN YUGOSLAVIA AND EC. IN PARTICULAR, HE 
SOLICITED ITALY'S SUPPORT TOWARD THIS GOAL IN NEGOTIATION 
OF AGREEMENT TO REPLACE THE EC/YUGOSLAVIA ACCORD WHICH 
EXPIRES NEXT YEAR. ONLY ILLUSTRATION FORLANI PROVIDED WAS 
YUGOSLAV DESIRE FOR LARGER IMPORT QUOTAS FOR GOOD FROM YUGOSLAVIA. 

5. IN RESPONSE TO THE AMBASSADOR'S COMMENT THAT 
TITO AND FORLANI SEEMED TO HAVE DISCUSSED ONLY "BIG 
ISSUES, "FORLANI DEMURRED, NOTING THAT HE HAD RAISED THE 
QUESTION OF ITALIANS IMPRISONED IN YUGOSLAVIA. HE ALSO 
REPORTED STRONG YUGOSLAV INTEREST IN EXPANDED BILATERAL 
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COOPERATION, E.G., IN FIGHTING POLLUTION IN THE ADRIATIC, 

IN DEVELOPMENT OF LIGNITE DEPOSITS IN YUGOSLAVIA AND IN 
JOINT VENTURES IN THIRD COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY THOSE 
WHERE YUGOSLAVIA HAS A PRIVILEGED POLITICAL POSTION. 

6. FORLANI NOTED THAT TITO HAD SPOKEN, ALBEIT IN JEST, ABOUT 
THE POST-TITO ERA. BOTH TITO AND FOREIGN SECRETARY MINIC 
IN A SEPARATE PRIVATE CONVERSATION EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE 
THAT THERE WOULD BE NO UPHEAVAL OR BASIC POLICY CHANGES IN 
YUGOSLAVIA FOLLOWING TITO S DEPARTURE FROM THE SCENE. THEY 
INSISTED THAT THE COMMUNIST LEAGUE WOULD SETTLE THE 
QUESTION OF SUCCESSION AND THAT WIDE CONSENSUS EXISTS ON 
NATIONAL POLICIES AND OBJECTIVES.
